This truth if dayly experience did not make ma- 
nifcſt, yet cleare reaſon doth evince it; for there 
is not any creature whether ſenſitive or ſenſleſſe 


which hath not ſome inclination and proporti- 


on whereby it is wayed to ſome ſpeciall good; 
which good being that for the attaining whereof 
it is inclined, we muſt and doe call the ſame-an 
end, cither partiall-or totall., 

And although all ſenſitiue and ſenfleſſe crea- 
tures have one and the ſame laſt remote end, 
not knowne tothemlſelves, but intended by God, 
who hath made all things for himſelfe, yet their

PÞ** the more cleare handling of this point, WE 
are to ſuppoſe, that whatſocyer thing hath 
any perfeQion due tintoir, as the end and con- 
ſummate perkeRion thereof, Ifthat peas 
enot 
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"be not naturall and effencialf tothething it felfe, = 
the fame cannot be had without ſome 4iom or 
motion leading thereunto : for example, God who £09. 3-4 
is molt eſſearially his owne ( 1 em that I amr ) and 
whoſe infinite perfeRion is his owne being, moſt 
neceſſarily and eſſentially;needes nor nor requires 
not, any action or motion to any thing that is 
without himſelfe for his end and perfeRion.. But 
fo it isnot in Creatures, whoſe natures being li- 
mited and in themſelves imperfe&, needeand re- 
quire ſome ation or motion to that which iswith- 
out themſelves, for the attaining of their ends 
and final perfeRtion; which motion is that which 
now we have in handling, whereby man isto at- 
eaine his laſt end, and conſummate happines.
